From 
‘his remarks it was gathered that those who lay out the course 
of studies for our sehools are keenly aware of their duty in 
the practical field of insuring that students are given informa- 
bd ar uap Lancarghe-v imp wane rail. tine 

in avoiding errors which often result in dissatisfaction and 
a waste of time and talents. 

The importance of vocational guidance has been greatly in- 
creased in recent years due largely to the different situation in 
which the young people of today find themselves. Not many 
years ago the natural first choice of the young man was to 
follow in his father’s footsteps, and the young lady, unless she 


id preparing herself for marriage. The boys who did not feel in- 
clined to follow their father’s trade had ample opportunities 
to do their experimenting at an early age, for nearly every 
business and some of the professions provided employment for 
boys of school age in their spare time and on Saturdays and 
holidays. Thus engaged, the lad had an intimate ‘connection 
with the workaday world which labor regulations refuse to the 
modern lad. Moreover the years of schooling were generally 
shorter and the young man was on his own in lots of time to 
do 2 little “roaming” for himself. 

Moreover the regulations which apply to tradesmen were 
either absent or far less stringent. There was nothing to prevent 
asi smart young chap from entering such professions as auto 
mechanics, welding, electrical work, radio work, and a host of 
other types of work as soon as he had gained a sufficient a- 
mount of information and dexterity. Today all 4 is 1 
and there are all sorts of government tests an regulations 
which require apprenticeships and “periods of training under 
those who hold certificates of proficiency. 


These features, particularly the regulations which make it 
hard for boys to work at the various trades, make it much’ more 
difficult and costly for the young man to find his trade by the 
trial-and-error method, and underline the desirability of the 
selection of the proper trade the first time and without any 


actual experience. 

‘The various means that are to be used in the future to 
make this possible are interesting and should be of material 
assistance. These will include a compulsory high school course 
which reveals to young people the professional group into which 
their particular abilities fit them, and induces them to give 
consideration to the various types of employment available in 
that group. 

Unfortunately we are living in a very material age... 
perhaps you would call it an enlightened age . . . when the. 
desirability of most employment is measured largely by the 
monetary rewards it offers. If the vocational guidance program 
is to properly serve its purpose it must be prepared to divorce 
itself in some measure from the pecuniary, and hold up as its 
ideal a greater measure of perfection and accomplishment, Un- 
fortunately we cannot all enter into top-pay professions. A 
very large number of the boys, and girls, who leave high school 
must be prepared not only to accept, but to enjoy and make-a 
life’s work of, professions and vocations which do not promise 
top-bracket financial rewards. These people must be stimulat- 
ed, if possible, to realize that only in perfection and content- 
ment can they find satisfaction .. . that a good workman in 
any job is better than a poor workman, and that eventually he 
will stand a good chance of being rewarded according to his 
ability. 


Mediocrity has always been a curse, and its evils have 
made it perhaps a greater handicap than the figurative square 
peg in the round hole situation . . . a condition which is, we 
believe, greatly overrated in its evils.

TRASH COVER VS BLACK > 


SUMMERFALLOW 


The merits of a trash. cover on sum- 
rherfallow are many. Twogof the most 
important are thé lessening of erosion 
and the increase of water holding cap- 
acity of the soil. 

Trash cover as the name ‘indicates 
means leaving the stubble on the top 
of the soil rather than working it deep 
or turning it under. The use of such 
implements as blade weeders, rod weed 
ers, cultivators will leave this trash 
on top. Plows and tillers will turn it 
under. ‘ 


The principal of greater water hold- 
ing capacity is readily explained. The 
straw colored surface of the soil re- 
flets light and heat from the sun keep- 
ing the ground cooler than a black 
surface that absorbs light and heat. 
The trash on top permits faster pene-

In order to prevent a deficiency of 
phosphorus characterized by depraved 
appetite and unthriftiness, bonemeal | 
may be supplied to the sheep in wood- 
en troughs alone, or in mixture with 
the salt, at the rate of 2 pounds salt 
to one pound bonemeal. Granulated 
stock salt should be placed in boxes at 
frequent intervals in order to keep it 
clean and it should be available at all 
times. In those regions where goiter is 
prevalent, dissolve ome ounce potas- 
sium-fodide in water ang mix with 100 
pounds salt. As salts of iodine disin- 
tegrate readily, it is not advisable to 
mix more than 2 weeks supply at one 
time. If cobalt deficiency if the forage 
is suspected, one ounce cobalt sulphate 
can be mixed with 100 pounds salt. To 
date, definite cobalt deficiency ‘areas 
in Western Canada have not been es- 
tablished. 

Mastitis {inflamation of the udder) 
is fairly common after lambing. The 
udder becomes swollen and hot, and 
red in color. The affected animals and 
their lambs should be promptly iso- 
lated. The lambs can be bottle-fed for 
h few days on cow’s milk. Milk out the 
udder at frequent intervals ang apply , 
bloths soaked in hot water several 
times daily. An alternative is to mas- 


sage thoroughly using oil or vaseline . 


hs a lubricant in order. to keep up the 
kirculation of the blood in the udder. |

Soremouth will give lambs a severe 
setback, Tests at Manyberries and 
elsewhere have shown that this dis- 
ease can be prevented by vaccinating 
at docking time, The vaccine is made 
from scabs taken from active cases of 
soremouth, If vaccinating has not been 
done at docking it may be done in the 
early fall before the lambs go into the 


feedlot, In order to secure this vaccine | 


it ig necessary to collect a quantity of 
scabs from infected lambs. This mat- 
erial should be forwarded to the Veter- 
inary Laboratory, University of Sask- 
atchewan, Saskatoon, or to the Veter- 
inary Research Station, Lethbridge. 
When applied to a scratch on the skin 
on the inside of the leg, vaccination 


results in a “take” similar to that pro- 
duced when humans are vaccinated for 
small pox, 

, From time to time losses are caus- 


ed by plant poisoning, most commonly 
from: consumption of Death Camas The 
chief reason for plant poisoning in 
sheep is lack of grass. If sheep are 
turned out in the spring before there 
is adequate growth they will hunt for 
any available green feed. Supplemen- 
tary feeding at this time is recommend 
ed, One half pound linseed oilcake per 
ewe will balance the diet’ and encour 
age milk flow. 


For treatment in case of internal 
parasites, Phenothiazine tablets are 
hisea, obtainable from qualified veter- 
inarians. Certain definite rules should 
be followed and for this reason a Vet- 
erinarian should be consulted. Dipping 
or spraying sheep will control keds and 
ticks. The spraying method is easier 
on the sheep than dipping and results 
in less labor. All forms of sheep dip in- 
cluding D.D.T. sloutions can be applied 
with a power sprayer. 


Seasonal Poultry Hints 


With the arrival of warmer weather 
and in the usual rush of preparing’ for 
spring work, theré may be a tendency 
on the part a the flock owner to neg- 
lect hig chicks® F. F, Higginson, Apting 
Poultry Commissioner, advises that at 
this time of the year care should be 
taken to avoiq the dangers that come 
from overcrowding. It is very desir- 
able to provide a sun Porch so that 
chicks can be hardened off a little be- 
fore being taken out to the range. 

The change over from chick starter 
to growing mash should be made very 
gBradvally and not before the chicks 
are about eight weeks of-age. At this 
age also a trough of heavy whole oats 
shoulq be made available to the chicks 
at all times. Care should be taken to 
see that clean range is available; about 
one acre of alfalfa would pfovide pas- 
ture for about three hundred chicks, 

Flock owners, at this time, should 
be constantly on the lookout for any 
sign of trouble, for with warm, damp 
weather Coccidiosis very often deve- 
lops. If you notice that your chicks 
are losing their appetite appear droopy 
and there is any sign of blood in the 
droppings, corrective measures should

Looking at the expense side of the 
ledger of a poultry farm, the first item’ 
that strikes the eye is feed costs. We 
know from results of research and ex- 
perience that it is not good policy to 
\eed inferior rations. We can cut 
costs somewhat during the growing 
séason with good pasture, but the op- 
timum protein level and other import- 
ant ingredients are essential for ‘egg 
production. Also, the quantity of lay- 
ing mash given to layers must not be 
restricted in fact they should be en- 
couraged to eat as much as possible, 
The next consideration, and the crucial 
one, is whether the quantity . of eggs 
produced is sufficient for the amount 
of feed used. , 

Probably the. greatest 
‘many farms occurs from 
|birds, frequently termed “boarders” 
j which are not paying for their keep, 
says A. 8. Johnson, Poultry Division 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 
| Since these birds can be identifiea by 
certain. physical characteristics they 
‘should be picked out and sold for 
what they will bring rather than main- 
tained at additional expense with no 
or very. little return. Even though they 
may not be worth much as market, 
birds, it costs too much fo keep them. 
A few unpromising birds can be elim- 
inated in the fall at the time of hqus- 
ing. Since more than half of a bird's 
feed is required for maintenahce these 
| birds cost almost as much to keep as 
| those which are in heavy production. 

A poor or non-layer is usually char- 
acterized by a sluggish, dull appear- 
ance or, on the contrary, an extremely 
nervous one as sometimes observed in 
birds which are in a moult. Such birds 
usually retire to roosts early in the 
afternoon or are found there at any 
time on entering the pen. On the con- 
trary, heavy layers will be busy feed- 
ing or scratching in the litter. Non- 
layers can be distinguished, without 
handling, by the appearance of their 
combs. These are shrunken, scaly and 
pale in colour as opposed to the bright 
red, waxy, enlarged comb of the pro- 
ducer. In breeds which are generally 
| yellow shanked, the Yellow colour fad- 
|es out with egg production. Thus a oud 
showing deep yellow in her shanks will 
usually be either a non-layer or will 
have just started laying. Her feathers 
will be oily and sleek whereas if a bird 
has dry, broken feathering it is usually 
an indication that she is more than 
paying for her keep. By the above char 
acteristics the “slackers” can be spot- 
ted even without handling.

Birds can be caught up by fencing 
in the corner of a pen with wiré panels. 
This should be done in the afternoon 
when they are not laying as heavily 
and should be done carefully in order 
to disturb them as little as 
The culls may be placed in a_ crate 

‘nearby and the desirable birds placed 
back in the ‘pen; another alternative 
is to do this at night Gsing a flash- 
light. In handling, the unproductive 
birds which were not spotted before 
can be removed, Those that are very 
light and are therefore likely to go 
into a moult should go out. Good 
thrifty layers are usually in goog con- 
dition but not over fat. The condition 
of the abdomen is a good indication of 
production, If the skin is hard, drawn 
up, and the pubic bones are drawn 
close together, leaving little abdominal 
capacity, such a bird is a deficit rather 
than an asset. 

Broody hens should be markeq when 
they are released from the broody 
coops. If they are frequent offenders 
they should’ be marketed. 

In spite of good methods of feeding 
and management there will be those 
birds which do not respond and should 
be removed, Culling is another import- 
ant step toward high efficiency of pro- 
duction,

Coccidiosis In Chicks 
The best way to fight coccidiosis on 
the average farm is by trying to pre- 
vent it, says Dr. C. H. Bigland, Veter- 
inary Pathologist of Poultry Diseases, 
Alberta Department of Agriculture. 
The most common form of coccidiosis 
in chicks ig the caecal or “bloody” form 

Every effort should be made to pre- 
vent coccidiosis. Get the chicks down 
on-the floor as early as your brooding 
arrangement makes it possible, advises 
Dr. Bigland, Put down plenty of dry 
litter and keep it dry. This establishes 
a good deep litter early. Stir frequently 
One pound of hydrated lime for each 
4 square feet will help to keep it dry, 

If wet spots appear, remove the 
damp spot immediately and replace 


with dry litter. Put water fountains on 
a wire stand. This will keep chicks 
away from wet areas around the foun-

' Lam not suggesting that our schools 
are blameless in the matter. With 
greatly increased expenditures for 
large staffs and more equipment 
schools might be made more attractive 
But it is doubtful if we can so change 
the curriculum and teaching methods 
to better suit the desires of the masses 
without so diluting education as_ to 
make it unsatisfying to the really alert 
and ambitious students. As I have 
written elsewhere, I think that the pri- 
mary use to be made of our schools is 
to produce leaders. Though if we can 
.both produce leaders and make the 
masses better citizens we have achiev- 
ed two desirable objectives, But I doubt | 
if both can be done in the one school 
effectively. I hope that we never be- 
come a society is ‘educated ignora- 
muses’, ' 


It is noticeable that, in a very large 
percentage of cases of students drop- 
ping out of school, they get little en- 
couragement or urging from their par- 
ents to remain in. On the contrary, 
most of these students have such poor 
attendance because of work that fre, 
huently keeps them at home that they 
become discouraged and can see no 
need of continuing. There are frequent 
exceptions to this, as there are excep- 
tions to almost all things, and in many 
cases no amount of urging from home 
would result in the children taking an 
interest in school work: but much

The opportunity to secure employ- 
ment at a good wage is more than some 
adolescents can resist.

So long as these opportunities for 
employment are present, students will 
leave school after the age of fifteen in 
large numbers. I might emphasize the 
point that those children who have 
been treated liberally—not necessarily 
profusely—in the matter of spending 
money much less inclination to take a 
jJoh while ‘young. But once a young 
person has tasted the delights of a 
moderate personal income, his appe- 
tite is whetted for more.

longer in various ways, Some business 
es wish to secure new employees while 
they are young and before they have 
acquired set opinions and methods, It 
is necessary that these employees be 
in a malleable state so that they may 
be readily fashioned to a desirable

able for occupation as are adults and*4 


| will work for less. When labor is 
| ‘scarce, employers are sometimes alert 
{to entice students out of school to take 
jobs. Our socia} and economic system 
is not such as to encourage our youth

®ures for doubtful future rewards., If 
(Our society takes the attitude tha 
\present education is sufficient for pre- 
j‘gent needs, I am‘afraid there is little 
we can do about it except through pro- 
paganda. Perhaps an extension of adult 
education would be more to the point.

Boxing, it's commonly accepted, ‘isn’t 
now and hasn‘’t been for some time at 
its best. Absent are the million-dollar 
gates and the large numbers of top 
contenders for the.various titles. 

Still it’s only when a compleie sur- 
vey is taken that the true dimness of 
the boxing picture.comes into view. 
The Natsonal Boxing Association of 
the United States painted just that 
picture recently when it announced its 
quarterly ring ratings for all divisions. 

First off, and it came as nq surprise, 
the association said there were no log- 
ical contenders for the heavyweight 
and welterweight championships: 

And even though the association 
made no mention of it, the heavy- 
weight picture took on an even deeper 
shade of grey with the fact the world 
heavyweight champion, Ezzard Char- 
les, may not be able to fight again, The 
stocky Negro was ordered to take a 
rest after it was learned he injured a 
heart muscle while training, 

If the medical men find that the 
muscle won't heal, the association may 
order the champion to vacate his 
throne rather than subject him to the 
possibility of more.serious injury. 

The closest the N.B.A. could come to 
possible opponents for Charles were 
Jersey Joe Walcott, Lee Oma, Lee 
Savold and Bruce Woodcock, who were 
all classed as outstanding boxers. 

The same applies to the welter- 
weight division with no logical men to 
meet Sugar Ray Robinson. Here, too, 
there are only “outstanding boxers” 
~-Billy Graham, Lester Felton and Kid 
Gavilan. 

Other Classes 

The light heavyweight, lightweight 
and featherweight classes are in bet- 
ter shape—but not much. They edch 
have one logical, contender. 

The one ray of sunshine—and it's in 
this class that the best fighting is seen 
today—is the middleweight division. 

To oppose champion Jake Lamotta 
the association named four logical men, 
three from other countries. They are 
Dave Sands of Australia, Tiberi Mitri 
of Italy, Steve Belloise'of New York, 
and Robert Villemain of France. 

Bleak though the picture is, three 
Canadians managed to get into the 
ratings. The highest went to Arthur 
King of Toronto who got an outstand- 
ing-boxer classification in the light- 
weight division. He now fights out of 
Philadelphia with the same stable as 
Ray Robinson. 

The other two Canadians are Johnny 


Greco of Montreal and Solly Cantor of 
Toronto. Greco, fighting out: of his 


home town, was given an honorable 


mention in the welteyweight 

and Cantor, who fights both in North 
America and Britain, got an honorable 
mention among the lightweights. 

Boxing generally has remained in 
fairly poor shape for ‘almost a decade 
now, The game needs new blood, new 
toughness. Whether it will bounce back 
to greater: prominence and class is to 
be seen. 

But perhaps there’s a kid for each 
division starting his long climb to the 
top in some small-town ring right now. 
And perhaps in a year or two he’ll get 
there. The fight fans are rsbrrtaagini for 
lots like him.

Weather “Probs” Aid 
Farmers In War On 


Plant Disease 


WASHINGTON—Government scien- 
tists believe they are making gains 
against one of the great farming haz- 
ards—“mildew disease” or blight. 

The trick is in a special forecasting 
system designed to help United States 
farmers cope more effectively with 
mildew-type diseases which can riddle 
potato, tomato, tobacco, watermelon 
and cantaloupe crops. ’ 

The new system was conceived in 
1946, when a late tomato blight caused 
an estimated $40,000,000 loss. The plant 
disease survey of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture set up a “re- 
porting service”’—designed to forecast 
thé occurrence and spread of such 
diseases and to outline steps to fight 
them. 

Co-operating are the United States 
Weather Bureau which supplies wea- 
ther data, the National Agricultural 
Chemical Association and the Farm 
Equipment Institute. 

Dr. Paul Miller, director of the plant 
disease survey, has this to say: . 

“It's pretty hard to give specific fig- 
ures on the results of the program. But 
since its inauguration in 1946 there has 
been a steady decrease in tomato, po- 
tato; “watermelon and cantaloupe 
blight. So for tobacco blue mould, the

Red Cross Provides 
Instruction and Supplies 
For Veteran’s Hospitals 


The Canadian Red Cross Society's 
Arts.and Crafts program in veterans’ 
hospitals is commended by the Depart- 
ment of Veterans’ Affairs as being obj 
great value to the participants, D. W. 
Lang, chairman of the Arts and Crafts 
committee told delegates from al) pro- 
vinces at the annual meeting of Cen- 
tral Council here this week. 

Provision of free instructiona] mat- 
erial for the first project of domicilary 
care patients, who are in the main 
without sufficient income to purchase 
craft materials is part of the Society's 
effort to extend the program. Many of 
these patients, through the sale of 
their first piece of work are able to buy 
materials for larger projects they may 
wish to undertake. 

Successful sales of veterans’ handi- 
crafts have been held in many com- 
munities, which has resulted in a 
larger number of World War I patients 
participating in the program, 

Last year, 18,787 veteran and civilian 
patients took part and 46,618 projects 
were completed. 

Showing of films in veterans’ hospi- 
tals, begun in 1946, in cooperation 
with D.V.A., was a major activity last 
year according to the report of chair- 
man John A. Cooper. Between one and 
three programs were given weekly to 
60 institutions and 1,976 individual 
program bookings were made, provid- 
ing moret han 8,000 shows in hospitals. 

Last year’s swimming and water 
safety program was more successful 
than in any year since it started, Dr, 
R. W. I. Urquhart, chairman of the 
project as well as of First Aid, declar- 
ed. 
-During the four year period of opera 
tion the Society qualified over 4,000 
instructors; 124,000 were enrolled in 
safety classes, with 80,000 qualifying 
for the awards. Swimming for the 
handicapped has developed in some pro 
vinces where the blind are most en- 
thusiastic participants. 

First, Aid instruction was given’ in 
five provinces, according to Dr. Urqu- 
hart, with 94 standard courses in oper- 
ation. The Society maintains 124 First 
Aig posts in P.E.L, Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Quebec and Saskatchewan, 
and, .in addition, co-operates with the 
St. John Ambulance and the Ontario 
Motor League in Ontario to operate 67 

ts and with the St. John .Ambu- 
lance Association ‘and the government 
to operate 36 posts in Manitoba. 

Records show 14,244 letters written 
in handling thousands of inquiries 
through the National Red Cross En- 
son, Director. 

Enquiries, mostly emanating through 
the International Tracing Service of 
the International Red Cross Office, 
came from such places as DP camps in 
Germany, Harbin, Manchuria, Cairo, 
Egypt, Tel-Aviv, Israel, Karachi, India 
Hong-Kong, Singapore, Malaya and 
Indo-China.
